Under Fire on Stand.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—(Spe 
| cial.J—Dr. H. Foster Bain, former di- 
. rector of the bureau of mines in the 
interior department, now secretary of 
the American Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgical Engineers, was hanging 
to the ropes and mopping his brow in 
the last quarter hour of today’s ses- 
sion of the Fali-Doheny conspiracy 
trial. 

Dr. Bain, ‘one of the most important 
of the witnesses for the defense, which 
started its case today, had gone along 
swimmingly all day, telling how he and 
Admiral John K. Robison, and sub- 
ordinates of the interior and navy de 
partments had worked out the naval 
oil reserve leases and contracts won 
by Edward L. Doheny, how it had all 
been open and above board, and that 
Albert B. Fall, then secretary of the in- 
terior, had stepped aside and insisted 
on the navy department taking full re- 
sponsibility. 

Fraud and Tainted Money. 

It seemed to dispose of the con- 
spiracy charges of the government and 
the thought of fraud and tainted 
money, and to fit in well with the pic- 
ture of the defendants offered to the 
jury today—that of Doheny as “the 
foremost patriot of Los Angeles,” and 
that of Fall as another Lincoln, who 
had served his country and his Presi- 
dent at a sacrifice,

Ontario tried prohibition for nine years and now 
has determined to abandon it. The voters of On- 
tario observed that the prohibition law which was 
to make men healthier and happier had failed of 
its purpose. Prohibition there, as here, had failed 
to prevent the traffic in liquor; the best citizens in 
the community persistently violated the law; cor- 
ruption and bribery followed in its train. Most of 
the voters of Ontario, we have no doubt, believe 
mow, as they did nine years ago, that wine is a 
mocker, but they have seen that they can make 
nO progress toward temperance through probibi- 
tory legislation. 

As sensible citizens, the voters of Ontario were 
mot afraid or ashamed to admit a mistake and cor- 
fect it. Prohibition to them was just a law, like 
any other. If a law forbidding child labor had 
failed to forbid child labor and in addition had led 
te corruption in government, that law also would 
have been repealed. There is no difference in kind 
between legislation regarding liquor and legislation 
regarding child labor. Both are intended to make 
people healthier and happier. To most men there 


| is nothing inherently sacred about such laws: it is 
| mot sinful to disapprove of them. Good men may 
| feel strongly about them, one way or another, but 


will judge such legislation less by its intentions 


| than its results. 


Marly in this country take a contrary view. To 
them, the voters of Ontario have done much more 
than make a mistake in repealing prohibition: they 
have committed a sin. They have violated the will 
of God. Volsteadism has become a sacred article 
of faith. To attempt to translate an article of faith 
into law which must be obeyed by communicants 
and noncommunicants alike is an invasion by the 
ehurch of the province of the state. It is a curious 
commentary on human nature that the people who 
are most ardent in support of the Volstead act 
are the same people who talk loudest about the 
peparation of church and state. Their position is 
indefensible. So long as they view prohibition as 
Something to be taken on faith, they have no right 
to organize through their churches to make it into 
law. If they are willing to judge prohibition as 
they would any other socia] legislation, they must 
fudge it on its results and accept the verdict of the 
majority. 

The citizens of Ontario are more fortunate than 
the citizens of Illincis. The fanatics there are in 
the minority, as we think they are here, but in 
this state the majority can do nothing about it. 
Prohibition is in the federal constitution. It has 
ne proper place there, but there it is and the courts 
bave: recognized it. We cannot correct our mis- 
takes by state action, as is being done in Canada, 
Sut we shall make no progress until the Volstead 
eet has been repealed and at least a more liberal 
and sensible law substituted for it. 


APPLYING SCIENCE TO LAW.

There is every chance 
that he belongs to the class of abnormals—abnor- 
mal physically and psychopathic. There are, of 
@ourse, cases of such attacks where the perpetra- 
tor is, In the commonly accepted sense, rormal. 
There are border line cases. A great number of

TRIBULATIONS OF 
MR. SALTIS. 

Mr. Joe Saltis, having been restored to the liber- 
ties and immunities of citizenship by a jury of his 
peers, protests that he is being hectored by the. 
minions of the law. Therefore he has given fair 
warning that the next time he is vexed by such 
attentions contrary to the bill of rights and to the 
statutes in such case made and provided he is 
going to do something about it. Also his intima- 
tion is that the something will be unpleasant. 
Meanwhile the intrusive curiosity of the police 
had discovered that Mr. Saltis was carrying his 
gat upon his person as he passed hither and yon 
in our city upon his doubtless lawful occasions, 
and they have separated him from this familiar 
article of personal equipment despite Mr. Saltis’ 
plausible allegation that he needs it in a very 
urgent degree. Not content with depriving him 
of his weapon, the police have brought a charge 
against him before a magistrate, but it is worthy 
of note that the latter has granted him time to 
produce evidence of official permission to go armed. 
Mr. Saltis’ situation must appeal to the just. 
mind. He has been restored, as we have said, to 
his civil rights and the privileges of irreproach- 
able citizenship by twelve good men and true in 
due process of law. He is said on credible report 
to be engaged in a hazardous employment highly 
conducive to the comfort and satisfaction of many 
good citizens who are restrained from coming for- 
ward to attest their obligations ‘by considerations 
which, though known, may ‘not be named. Yet, 
in spite of this, he is hounded by the police and is 
in danger of being deprived, for the time being at 
least, of means for realizing the basic right of 
existence, self-preservation. Moreover, Mr. Saltis | 
has shown a most remarkable moderation. He 
does not travel in a tank. He does not arm him- 


There is a principle 
of law, de minimis non curat lex, and we trust Mr. 
O’Brien, Mr. Saltis’ popular attorney, will not fail 
to plead it in his behalf. 7 


6,309 DEATHS. 


Heart diseases, according to Mrs. Gertrude Howe 
Britton, executive secretary of the Chicago Heart 
association, caused 6,309 deaths in Chicago in 1925, 
more than 18 per cent of the total number of 
deaths for the year. Twenty years ago, she says, 
the death rate from heart diseases wag scarcely 
half as large. Allowing for more accurate diagno- 
sis and other factors which might help explain 
the difference, the increase is still alarming. Heart 
diseases took more than twice as many lives 
year as tuberculosis. 

‘The failure of Chicago to provide proper care 
for convalescents contributes to the death list. 
Patients are discharged from hospitals after opera- 
tion or disease before they are ready to resume 
normal activity. They cannot be.kept longer in, 
hospitals because the demand for beds igs com- 
monty greater than the supply. There is almost 
no provision in Chicago for the care of convalés 
cents. Many are thus forced to undertake activity 
which places an undue strain upon the heart, re- 
sulting often in permanent injury. | 

Those who are urging the establishment of hos- 
pitals for convalescents are seeking to prevent 
many cases of heart disease from developing.
